Amorai defends funds

He would 
also ask him to check whether the 
official in charge of distributing the 
monies was Avraham Mintz, one of 
the heads of Gush Emunim. 

Mintz is said to have suspended

Prof. Shimon Godfrey, head of

“One would probably have to give 
several injections, and if it were not 
done by a qualified doctor, it could 
enter the blood vessels and be dan- 
gerous. Injecting a local anesthetic 
to reduce pain would undoubtedly 
be more painful than the circumci- 
sion, which is really just-a flash of 
the knife. It is no more traumatic 
than a cut finger.”

Philip Guedalla, the English es- 
sayist, wrote about lawyers:“Our 
Solicitors are the Frail Barrier which 
we have erected (at a trifling cost) 
between Civilization and the 
Jungle.” 

In Rotenstreich’s case, the “tri- 
fling cost” referred to by Guedalla 
was borne by his clients, as he had a 
large and: prosperous commercial 
practice. The valiant work he did to 
protect civilization from the jungle 
was voluntary. Few men have done 
so much to guard the freedom of the 
«Press in Israel and the right of the 
citizen in a democracy to know what 
his government is doing. That he 
saw the point of view of the journal- 
ist so clearly is hardly surprising, 
because he himself was a 
before he became a lawyer. After he 
immigrated to Israel in 1935, he 
worked for the Polish press until the 
outbreak of World War I, in which 
capacity he covered the Haim Ario- 
soroff murder trial. 


Shortly after his election as head 
of the Israel Bar in 1962, he resisted 
an attempt by the Treasury to force 
lawyers to divulge their client’s se- 
crets. Later he spoke out for the 
tight of journalists na protect their 
sources, quoting with approval a 
judgment by Lord ing that 
journalists should not have to reveal 
their sources if their newspapers act- 


ed responsibly and published true 
information. ree 

But he insisted on responsibility, 
not licence. Under British Manda- 
tory law, adopted by Israel in 1948, 
the government gained wide powers 
of censorship. Instead of exercising 
these, the government of the day 
made an agreement with the press 
that the censor, a representative of 
the editors and an “eminent public 
figure,” should form a body to carry 
out censorship on a voluntary basis. 
The “eminent public figure” was 
Rotenstreich. 


“The people must protect its press.” 
At the same time he came down 
hard on dishonest and irresponsible 
reportage. He said, “If the duty of 
our press is to serve as democracy’s 
watchdog, then the Press Council 
must serve as the watchdog's 
watchdog.” 

He was a natural — indeed, inev- 
itable - choice to serve on two of the 
most important commissions ever 
appointed in Israel. One investigat- 
ed the General Security Service af- 
ter the murder of the terrorists who 
hijacked a bus bound for Ashkelon 
in 1985 and the subsequent cover-up 
came to light. The other was the 
Pollard affair. 

The reports shook the Israeli es- 
tablishment and threw bright light 
into some very dark places. Untor- 
tunately, moves are now afoot to 
bring back the darkness, especially 
with regard to television. Roten- 
streich will be sorely missed in the 
fight for media freedom that looms 
ahead.

ALTHOUGH the fragrant straw- 
berry, commonly found throughout 
Europe and America, began to be 
Cultivated only in the 13th century, 
the world has had an ongoing love 
affair with this most delightful of 
fruits for thousands of years.

“whatever it is that you would find 
most pleasing in life.” 

Massari, quite ἃ gourmet, also 
bad a sense of humour and replied 
that he could wish for nothing more 
than "ἃ basket of strawberries from 
the farm of my cousin.” The cousin 
had settled some years before in the 
Colony of Massachusetts. The archi- 
tect's patrons, probably admiring 
his audacity as much as his genius, 
did not stint in their generosity and 
commissioned the captain of a 
Dutch vessel to bring, on his return 
to Venice, the required fruits. It is 
estinated that this “basket of straw- 
berries” cost, including shipping, 
some 20,000 ducats, the equivalent 
today of about $12,000. Upon re- 
ceipt of the berries, Massari invent- 
ed a dish which he dedicated to his 
mistress, Rachele. The world has 
since owed Massari a great debt of 
culinary gratitude. 


Strawberries ἃ la Rachele 

‘675 gr. fresh strawberries 
1 cup sour cream 
6 tbs. rum or cognac, warmed 
3 tbs. each butter and sugar 
the juice of Z femons 

In a saucepan bring 2 cups of wa- 
ter to a rolling boil. Into this plunge 
225 gr. of the strawberries and re- 
turn to the boil. Immediately when a 
boil is attained remove from the 
flame and drain quickly. Using a 
muslin cloth, crush the berries, re- 
serving the juice and discarding the 
crushed puibp. - 

Place the butter and sugar in a

heavy skillet and place over a low 
flame. As the butter starts to melt 
add the remaining berries and con- 
tinue to heat for 2-3 minutes. Pour 
the rum over the berries and flame 
carefully. When the flame dies 
down, pour in the reserved juice of 
the berries and the lemon juice. 
Again bring to a boil and then add 
the sour cream. Just as the mixture 
returns again to the boil remove 
from the flame. Serve hot in cham- 
pagne or wine glasses. 


IT IS TRUE that strawberries have 
not always brought the best of luck 
to those who have loved them. They 
were served in the first-class dining 
room of the Titanic on the night that 
great ship had her encounter with an 
iceberg. 

Frank Costello, the famed New 
York gangster snacked on strawber- 
ries just before he was gunned down 
in New York's Hotel Ansonia and 
Archduke Ferdinand breakfasted 
on strawberries in champagne on 
the day of his unfortunate visit to 
Sarajevo. For those with no special 
reason to be assassinated or other- 
wise bumped off, the dangers are 
minimal. The risk is well worth the 
tasting. 


Strawberry Bombe 

1 litre strawberries, hulled 
1% cups sugar 
1 cap whipping cream 
1 tbs. lemon juice 
2 tsp. unflavoured gelatin 

Crush the strawberries and add 
the sugar. Let these stand at room 
temperature for 1 hour. 
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Soak the gelatin in 3 tbs. water 
and then dissolve in 3 tbs. boiling 
water. Into this stir the berries and 
Jemon juice. Let come to room tem- 
perature and place the mixture in 
the freezer compartment. 

When the mixture is on the verge 
of freezing, whip the cream to the 
point where it stands in soft peaks 
and fold the cream gently into the 
fruit mixture. Pour the whoie into a 
slightly dampened mould or into in- 
dividual parfait plasses and freeze. 
Do not store for more than 12 
hours. Remove from the freezer 
about 15 minutes before serving. 
(Serves 8-10). 


Strawberry Souffle 
2 cups strawberries, sliced 
Νὰ cup each milk, orange juice and 
Cointreau 
6 tbs. each flour and butter 
6 egg whites beaten stiff together 
with 4 tsp. salt 
4 egg yolks 
1 ths. lemon juice 
1 vanilla bean, about 5 cm long 

In a small serving bow! pour the 
Cointreau over the strawberries. 
Pour over the orange and lemon 
juice, stir well and let stand for 1 
hour. Pour off 4'cup of the liquids 
and reserve. 

in a small saucepan combine the 
milk and reserved liquids. Add the 
vanilla bean, Bring slowly to the boil 
and let scald for several seconds. 
Remove from the flame and discard 
the vanilla. 

In a Sarge heavy saucepan melt 
the butter. To this add the flour and 
cook, stirring constantly, for 3 min- 
utes taking care not to brown the 
mixture. Pour the scalded milk into 
the mixture, stirring briskly and 
then let simmer 4-5 minutes. 

Into the butter and flour mixture 
pour the milk mixture and then beat 
In the egg yolks, one at a time. Fold 
the egg whites into the mixture. 

Place the berries in the bottom of 
a souffle dish and over these pour 
the extra liquids. Cover with the 
souffle mixture and bake in a hot 
oven (200 deg.C or 400 deg.F) for 20 
minutes. Sprinkle over with the sug- 
ar and bake 8-10 minutes longer. 
Serve immediately. (Serves 4-6).

takes on the giant | 


A number of innovations in medical treatment have been introduced over _ 
the years by Maccabi. The fund, however, has had to contend with opposition — 
from the Histadrut’s so ae Holim and the government, according to Maccabi 


director, Rafi Roter. Ju 


WHEN YOU'RE number two in 
the bealth-insurance business, com- 
peting with the gargantuan Kupat 
Holim Clalit, you really have to try 
harder. Kupat Holim Maccabi, now 
47 years old, has introduced so 
many innovations that even Clalit — 
which insures some 85 per cent of 
the population — has swallowed its 
pride and copied some of them. 

But Maccabi is stil] more attrac- 
tive to an increasing number of Is- 
raelis, and has grown from 300,000 
members four years ago to 405,000 
today. Many of the newcomers are 
former Clalit members (although no 
official figures are available); the 
rest include new immigrants and de- 
mobilized soldiers who had not pre- 
viously belonged to any health fund. 

Maccabi offers ἃ maximum two- 
week wait for a cataract operation: 
πὸ waiting for cardiac catheteriza- 
tion; “tertiary treatment centres” 
where top doctors (including hospi- 
tal department heads) treat patients 
at no extra cost; a new old-age home 
in Ramat Hasharon; and dental care 
at half the cost of private dentistry. 

Maccabi director Rafi Roter, a 
former director-general of the Na- 
tional Insurance Institute says that 
Maccabi would fike to grow further 
but not at the expense of its pur- 
pose, which is “ to provide, as a kind 
of cooperative, the best possible 
health care to its members and their 
families.” 


THE FUND HAS the reputation, 
“once probably drserved, but not 
today, of having a membership of 


‘ the rich and middle class,” Roter 


told The Jerusalem Post. 

Although he usually shies away 
from the press, Roter spoke to The 
Post on the occasion of Maccabi’s 
seventh rennial national con- 
ference, heid at Kfar Hamaccabia at 
the end of last week.

RAJ REDDY WAS born in a small 
Indian village in Andra Pradesh. 
Scholarships took him all the way to 
University in the U.S. ΠΑ is 
now director of the Robotics Losti- 
tute, which be founded at Carnegie 
Mellon; also president of the Ameri- 
can Artificial Intelligence Associa- 
tion. His visit to Israel was connect- 
ed with a project of his own devising 
which he was invited to develop: the 
project of the high-tech kibbutz. 
This initiative reveals the bold- 
ness of his thinking, which pene- 
trates beyond the confines of com- 


economics. 

The world used to be based on 
small, self-sufficient village commu- 
nities, he says. The need for special- 
ization led to the emergence of a 
complex trading system. Kibbutz 
Nahal-Oz, which he visited, grows a 
lot of cotton in order to achieve 
economies of scale. It sells the cot- 
ton and buys whatever else it needs 
— foodstuffs that it does not pro- 
duce, clothing and so on. 


But that means ving back to the 
dissued practice sufficiency. 
Precisely, he says. That is what 
the kibbutzim should do, because 
new technologies permit short-run 
production that is not more expen- 
sive -- or not appreciably more. ex- 
pensive — than the mass-production 
SO prized up to ‘now. 

Nahal-Oz could thus grow its own 
tomatoes instead of relying on an 
expensive marketing system to haul 
them all the way from Galilee. 

The soil is wrong? Create the 
right soil mixture. Fresh water is 
lacking? Desalinate some of the 
abundant sea-water nearby. 


BUT WHAT ABOUT costs? 

This is where information tech- 
nology comes in. Productivity can 
be increased astonishingly with the 


use of information science. It means- 


abandoning outdated methods and 
radically changing work routines. In 
California, some cultivators have 


advanced so much that they are now- 


nology is changing all the 
information about it all is 
available at the touch of a button.

This planning community should 
give first priority to making goods 
for its own consumption. It does not 
have to concentrate on agriculture:

A MODERN SOCIETY will, be- 
fore long, have-10 per cent of its 
workforce engaged in growing and 
processing food, 10 per cent in man- 
ufacturing, 10 or 15 per cent in in- 
formatics and the rest in services 
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(health care, education, entertain- 
ment, home-making and the rest). 
There is no reason why each com- 
munity should not be, roughly 
speaking, equally divided. 

The choice in every economic 
venture should be “‘make-versus- 
buy,” making meaning producing a 
consumer item for the local public. 

That, in Reddy’s view, should 
“have priority, because self-sufficien- 
cy gives independence and security. 
He believes it is possible for each 
full-sized community to be 90 per 


cent self-sufficient. Applied to the 
counuy as a whol, his formula 
would have a tremendous impact. 
solving Israel's vexing balance-of- 
payments problem. 

The reason for his belief in small- 
scale production is that when manu- 
facturing, say, a motor-car, the big: 
outlay comes at the beginning: it is 
the cost of working out how to make 
the vehicle. Once it is in pro- 
duction it can easily be copied. 
When you know exactly how to con- 
struct the car in every tiny detail, a 
large local turnover is no longer 


necessary. 

“The Ford Motor Company make 
a quality car called the Lincoln,” 
says Reddy."They only sell 30,000 a 
year, yet they make a profit. Its 
price is admittedly double the price 
of an ordinary Ford, but not all of 
that is due to diseconomies. The 
Lincoln is, after all, bigger and more 
luxurious.” 

His conclusion is that the running, 
costs of producing a car are not pro- 
hibitively high for a small country 
like Israel — provided the technology 
is known. Experts have developed 
what is known as “multipurpose 
flexible manufacturing systems,” al- 
lowing the construction of micro- 
factories which can be completely 
economic. 


THERE ARE MANY things that 
the kibbutz can do — or will soon be 
able to do— that unti] now have been 
considered beyond its reach. The 
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world ‘gospel for the future 


proposed local planning community 
can manufacture, for example, their 
own textiles and clothing, and the 
designs will not be unfashionable or 


+ provincial. The system will tell them 


how te make cloth as efficiently as in 
Manchester and turn out models as 
elegantly as in Paris. 

There will still be a price to pay 
for self-sufficiency at the end of the 
day. Reddy has three things to say 
about that. 

First, the cost burden will be small 
(anything involving a high cost 
should be rapidly discarded); sec- 
ond, it will probably drop as tech- 
nology advances; and third. as long 
as the extra cost is moderate, it is 
definitely worth paying. “After all, 
we are not talking about a foreign- 
currency expenditure,” he reminds 


us. 

He believes that when you get 
down to brass tacks, the price is no 
more than the volume of extra la- 
bour involved. All water desalina- 
tion needs is a sizeable input of la- 
bour, and it is that which makes it 
expensive. But should labour be 
seen as a crippling cost? It used to be 
when industry needed a lot of man- 
ual workers. Today, with the advent 
of the computer and the robot, there 
is a surplus of labour, and most 
countries suffer grave 
unemployment. 

“So why not use idle hands to 
help make the kibbutz self-suffi- 
cient? A community is best off when 
its members are fully employed,

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even if some of them are making 
goods that turn out to be slightly 
more expensive than they might 
be.” 


NAHAL-OZ'S COTTON-fields are 
in trouble, through πὸ fault of the 
eigenen gee world Laks 
have 58 . Energy is another 
problem, particularly when OPEC 
pushes oil prices up. Why depend on 
these unpredictable factors? The 
kibbutz should investigate the possi- 
bility of supplying its own energy 
requirements through the use of so- 
lar power or bio-gas. 

The first thing it must do, he 
stresses, is create its own knowi- 
ed, centre, or mini-univer- 
sity. This should involve an inittal 
investment of between $2m. amd 
$10m, depending on the degree of 
sophistication desired. Afterwards, 
the kibbutz will have access to all 
the technology it needs from all 
sources in the world, including ex- 
pert advice from professional an- 
swering services. 

Why is Professor Reddy so enthu- 
siastic about transforming Israel's - 
collective settlements? 

There are several reasons. Oneis . 


that the structure of the kibbutz - 


makes it flexible and adaptable to - 
change. The most important reason, 
however, lies elsewhere. His native 
village in India has 500 inhabitants, 
which is the size of a kibbutz. 

“Once this experiment succeeds,” 
he says, “we can use it for India. I 
would like the Indian communities 
to follow in Israel's path. Otber 
countries, particularly in the Third 
World, will benefit also. 

“The Chosen People will spread 
the gospel,” he concludes trium- 
phantly.

£20,000 ($35,000). A real tennis 
court would cost 10 times that.” 

The price is high because of the 
unique design of a real tennis court, 
similar in size to a grass court and 
divided in the middle by a net, but 
with a stone floor, black walls and 
intricate floor ings. 

One striking feature is the narrow 
paviifon-like structure running 
along three walls, reminiscent of the 
monastery cloisters where French 
clergy first played in the 13th centu- 


ry- 
. With a oumber of surfaces on 


which to deflect or roll the ball, 
players need to develop a skiJl which 
Ronaldson calls “spatial awareness” 
to be able to plan strategies or get in 
Position to receive the opponent's 
shots. 

Then there is the added difficulty 


of playing a heavy ball with a low 
bounce off a racket head which is 
smaller than thé conventional one. 

After mastering the art of stroke- 
play, aspiring real tennis players 
tust apply themselves to the notori- 
ously difficult task of learning the

“T don’t want to be discouraging.” 
says Ronaldson, “But you have to 
be pretty dedicated to get that far.” 

Ronaldson hopes eventually to 
bring the sport to a wider audience 
by building a showcourt, able to seat 
hundreds of spectators. 

Real tennis players can tarry on 
long after other sportsmen have re- 
tired, One club player is 73. 

Prince Edward. the queen's youn- 
gest son, carried on the royal tradi- 
tion by playing real tennis as a stu- 
dent at Cambridge, but his sporting 
ancestry did not help him win any 
titles. 

It used to be easier for the blue- 
bloods. Charles X of France became 
the country’s junior champion when 
he was just two years old, by virtue 
of the royal prerogative.

PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak Shamir is off to Washington 
today to save the United States from itself. 

Overreacting to the uprising in Gaza and the West Bank, the 
Reagan Administration has launched a diplomatic initiative, 
the “Shultz Plan,” which is a total sellout of Israel’s vital 
interests. Instead of assuring direct negotiations between Isra- 
el and Jordan to establish an Israeli-controlled autonomy 
regime in the territories, and a peace treaty that would emerge 
from it, the Shultz Plan invites Big Power, and especially 


Soviet, intervention. 


In short, the Americans have been stampeded by terrorism 
and violence to a policy that is against their own best interests. 

Moreover, they have been encouraged upon this perilous 
course by a small but influential layer of anxious American 
Jews. Fearful of their position in a gentile society, these Galut 
Jews have split ranks from Israel, publicly criticized its poli- 
cies, and pronounced their support of the Shultz initiative. 

They have also contrived with like-minded Jewish and non- 
Jewish senators and congressmen to erode Israel’s support in 
the powerful legislative branch of government. In pursuit of 
this harmful interference, they have drawn succour, if not 
more, from the devilish plotting of Shimon Peres and his 
Labour Party. Peres bas encouraged these Jewish critics 
abroad, just.as he has sought to subvert the strength and unity 
of the Israeli people. And all because he and his party cannot 
abide being subordinate to Likud control of government.
